WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—With a sudden- 


ness that left the g^eat statesmen of the world 
literally gasping fojf breath, Secretary of State 
Hughes proposed officially to Great Britain and 
Japan today that tkey join with the United 
States in scrapping » big battleships now build- 
ing or eontemplatedpnd enter.into a "ten-year 
naval holiday."
